Dominated by Brownlow | 


Senator Byrd, as chairman, was 
the committee’s principal person- 
ality. The commission was domi- 
nated by Louis Brownlow, no legis- 
lator at all, but a celebrated city 
manager and once a member of the 
District of Columbia’s municipal 
governing body. 

The Brownlowcommission, backed 
by the president, sucked most of the 
wind out from behind the Byrd com. 
mittee’s sails, and got the commis- 
sion’s plan into the form of pro- 
posed legislation, which was fought 
for in Congress notably by Senator 
James F. Byrnes of South Carolina 
lor awhile the commission’s scheme 
looked like being adopted, too, 
though finally it was chloroformed 
in the House of Representatives 
mainly by Chairman John O’Conno;: 
of the rules committee, since purged 
out of a Democratic renomination 
in the 16th New York Congressional 
district. 

Purged though he was, O’Con- 
aor’s work lives after him. 

Inasmuch as the New Dealers 
couldn’t put through their reorgani 
tation program in the 75th Con. 
gress, it isn’t likely that they can 
do it in the 76th, considering that 
in th 75th they will be weaker than 
in the last one, 

Yet it generally is agreed that 
reorganization is greatly needed.

Agriculture Appraises Vali

“Agriculture is now at the cross- 


roads. The issue, thus far not whol- | 


ly appreciatel nor understood, is: 
Shall we transfer the responsibility 
of operating and managing our 
farms from the individual to the

That challenging statement. pre- 
facing a penetrating analysis of the 
question of government subsidies 
for agriculture — and where they 
may lead—emanates from Chris- 
tian L. Christensen, dean of the 
College of Agriculture of Wiscon- 
sin, and formerly secretary of the 
Federal Farm Board. 

At a time when extreme state- 
ments, both pro and con, are the 
order of the day — when most 
out, “which are advantageous and 
either all good, or all bad — Mr, 
Christensen has the sound judg- 


ment to approach the problem 
realistically, “There are 
types of government aid,” he points 
out, “which are arvantageous and 
which operate in the public inter- 
est.

story of the lesson is about Jesus

SHALT not steal’ is 


whom everyone was talking, that 
he climbed into a tree so that he 
could see over the heads of the 
people. This tree is thought to be 
the fig-mulberry, which was a 
cormimon tree in the Jordan valley. 
It as low spreading branches, 
wh'ch make it easy to climb. 

Now Zacchaeus, the little man 
who was so anxious to see Jesus, 
was a publican — a tax collector 
who was rich and very much 
hated. Jesus, however, saw him 
and liked him.

And he ends his summary with 
this parting shot. which most farm- 
ers will concur in: “Monopoly con- 
trol of the supply of life’s staples is 
a dangerous weapon in any hands-- 
the government’s not excepted.”

There is always a great deal of 
stealing. We think the ‘‘crim+ 
wave”, as we call it, is dreadful, 
and stealing is a large part of the 
crimes committed. But in the mid- 
dle ages stealing — highway rob- 
bery and theft generally — was so 
bad that thieves, when caught, 
were put to death. Traveling on 
the highways was very unsafe. 

There are many ways of steal- 
ing besides breaking into houseg 
or holding people up on the street. 
One of the very worst is to steal 
another’s good name; to tell dis- 
creditable things about persons, or 
insinuate that they are not good. 
That is the meanest kind of steal- 
ing. Can you recite the poem 
which says, ‘“‘Who steals my purse 
steals trash... But he who filches 
from me my good name robs me 
of that which not enriches him and 
makes me poor indeed” ? 

You are stealing when you cheat 
in your lessons; when you do not 
do your work well, whether it is 
school work, helping mother, or 
a job for which you are paid. If 
you loaf you are stealing time. In 
an orderly world there are some 
things that are owned by all of us 
and for which we pay by taxes — 
streets, street lights, public build- 
ings, waterworks, fire depart- 
ments and police department. But 
each of us also has private prop- 
erty — homes, furniture, some 
money, jewelry, etc. It is a great 
hardship and wrong if these are 
taken from us. But people steal 
sometimes by damaging other 
people's property. 

On Hallowe'en a few weeks ago, 
many automobiles and house and 
shop windows were smeared with 
soap or tallow. Some things were 
broken or carried away. Was that 
honest? Would good citizens do 
such things? 

Jesus was “meek and mild”, ac- 
cording to the Bible. But He could 
grow angry at injustice and steal- 
ing. When He found that the 
sacred temple had been turned 
into a trading place, where cheat- 
ing was going on, He made him- 
self a whip of small cords and 
drove the traders out. He told 
them that the temple was the 
house of prayer, “but ye have 
made it a den of thieves.”
